SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Chaleurs is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Chaleurs is a French video recording with a main feature and trailers showing sexual 
activity between males. It is deemed objectionable because it promotes and supports 
the exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes. It does this by 
presenting sexual activity between young persons throughout the feature and some of 
the trailers, for the sexual arousal and titillation of adult viewers. This includes 
showing in one trailer sexual activity between youthful males dressed in scout 
uniforms, a uniform which is strongly associated with children and young persons. The 
video recording encourages and upholds the notion of children and young persons as 
suitable partners for adults. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) has been considered in 
determining a classification for Chaleurs. Section 14 of the NZBR Act does not apply 
to this publication because it has been determined that section 3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act) applies. This 
provision overrides the NZBR Act because s3(2) of the FVPC Act is a deeming 
provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and 
freedoms in the NZBR Act. 
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
